Our  1959-1960  flight  is  now 
launched.  We  are  on  our  way,  and  we  want  to  stay  on  the  beam.  Any  slight 
tug  on  the  tail  of  our  proud  emblem  will  change  its  course,  so  we  must  be 
alert  and  guide  it  with  care.  We  must  watch  at  all  times  for  any  scholastic 
tug  that  might  appear  and  curb  it  very  quickly  before  it  becomes  so  great  a 
strain  that  it  prevents  our  desired  flight  and  safe  landing. 

A  chapter  scholarship  program,  based  upon  a  positive  and  constructive 
approach  toward  encouraging  and  developing  the  potentialities  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual  members  and  at  the  same  time  emphasizing  academic  excellence,  re¬ 
flects  and  upholds  the  intellectual  ambition  of  our  fraternity.  A  chapter  with 
such  a  scholarship  program  will  have  high  standards  in,  not  only  scholarship, 
but  in  all  participation  of  the  group  in  college  leadership  and  constructive 
activities.  Our  streamlined,  jet-propelled  age  today  calls  for  leadership  and 
certainly  the  essentials  of  good  scholarship  are  those  very  qualities  of  persist¬ 
ence,  integrity,  efficiency,  and  diligence  which  are  needed  in  leaders. 

The  term  "scholarship,"  in  its  usually  accepted  form,  refers  to  grades. 
Grades  are  tangible  and  important  for  we  all  lean  on  tangible  data,  but  rather 
than  emphasizing  grade-getting  it  would  seem  that  motivating  creative 
scholarliness  in  all  things  would  serve  our  purpose  better.  Grades  are  the  end, 
but  consider  for  a  moment,  the  means  toward  this  end.  Your  awareness  of 
things,  your  sense  of  curiosity  and  your  attitude  toward  life  determines  your 
scholarship.  Good  scholarship  will  be  that  of  an  inquiring  mind  which  finds  the 
whole  wide  world  filled  with  fascinating  and  stimulating  ideas  which  in  turn 
motivates  a  desire  for  the  attainment  of  real  knowledge  and  achievement. 

Scholarship  itself  is  a  continuous  and  life-long  process,  but  it  is  yours  to 
develop  and  extend  during  your  college  years.  To  the  Theta  undergraduate  I 
would  say:  Formulate  a  personal  philosophy  regarding  your  own  scholarship 
and  what  part  you  want  it  to  play  for  you  individually;  determine  what  you 
have  to  offer  in  the  way  of  brains,  grit,  and  fortitude,  then  make  the  most  of 
what  you  know  you  have;  set  your  goal,  mindful  of  the  primary  purpose  of 
college  enrollment,  then  mobilize  your  intelligence,  your  common  sense,  your 
enthusiasm,  perseverance  and  your  prettiest  manners  if  necessary,  to  help 
you  achieve  your  objective;  assimilate  and  make  use  of  as  many  good  study 
techniques  as  you  possibly  can  and  discipline  yourself  when  it  comes  to  stick¬ 
ing  to  them.  When  your  intellectual  curiosity  is  stimulated  in  all  things  then 
there  will  be  no  scholastic  tug  to  curb  the  flight  of  our  Theta  kite.

The  following  story  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta's  next-to- 
newest  chapter  tells  of  the  long,  slow,  careful  process 
of  colonization  and  the  happy  ending  when  the  fledg¬ 
ling  group  is  welcomed  into  full  Theta  membership 

Eighty-four — Arizona  State 


On  April  11,  1959,  Delta  Epsilon  chapter 
officially  became  the  84th  chapter  of  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  and  the  tenth  national  chapter  on 
the  Arizona  State  University  campus  at  Tempe, 
Arizona.  This  particular  weekend  in  April  be¬ 
came  the  climax  of  many  months  of  prepara¬ 
tion  and  planning  which  had  actually  begun  in 
the  fall  of  1958. 

September  1958,  the  two  colonizers,  Carol 
Cotton,  a  senior  from  Gamma  Sigma  at  San 
Diego  State,  and  Mary  Shower,  a  graduate  stu¬ 
dent  from  Beta  Delta  at  the  University  of 
Arizona,  situated  themselves  on  the  Arizona 
State  campus  and  began  to  "size  up"  the  prob¬ 
lem  at  hand.  The  University  is  a  rapidly  ex¬ 
panding  school  with  a  present  enrollment  of 
10,000  students.  Located  in  the  southwestern 
desert  country  near  Phoenix,  the  campus  is  at¬ 
tracting  more  and  more  students  seeking  the 
benefits  of  the  perfect  climate.  Accompanying 
the  academic  opportunities,  the  Arizona  State 
Panhellenic  was  composed  of  nine  national 
sororities  and  was  eagerly  looking  forward  to 


welcoming  two  more,  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  and 
our  old  friends,  the  Kappas. 

During  the  fall  semester,  all  of  the  work 
centered  around  plans  for  rush,  the  pledge  pro¬ 
gram,  and  the  installation  itself.  Under  the  ex¬ 
tremely  efficient  leadership  of  its  chairman, 
Benita  Yaeger  Fennemore  (Beta  Delta),  the 
installation  committee  and  the  Delta  Epsilon 
Advisory  Board,  led  by  Annette  Cowgill  Tucker 
(Beta  Delta),  tackled  each  problem  with  an 
abundance  of  enthusiasm  and  spirit.  There  were 
many  meetings,  conferences,  and  phone  calls 
between  these  groups  and  the  colonizers,  the 
Dean’s  office,  and  all  of  the  many  persons  who 
were  concerned  with  our  installation. 

As  the  spring  semester  started,  so  did  the 
excitement  of  rushing.  Theta  and  Kappa  were 
given  a  closed  formal  rush  period  following  the 
regular  second  semester  rush  held  by  the  other 
nine  sororities  on  campus.  Publicity  for  both 
groups  was  poured  into  the  local  papers  as 
well  as  the  campus  paper.  Informative  displays 
were  set  up  in  the  Student  Union  Building 
the  week  before  rushing  started.  A  tea  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  ASU  Panhellenic  was  held  prior  to 
rushing  to  introduce  the  Theta  and  Kappa  alum¬ 
nae  to  the  other  established  group  members. 

Finally  rush  week  arrived  with  a  flurry  of 
excited  rushees  and  even  more  excited  alum¬ 
nae  and  actives.  The  first  parties  were  very  suc¬ 
cessfully  handled  by  the  alumnae  and  several 
actives.  The  final  parties  were  effected  by  64 
members  from  Beta  Delta  chapter  who  came  to 
Tempe  by  chartered  bus.  The  weekend  ended 

On  hand  to  welcome  Delta  Epsilon  chapter  to  Theta  and  to

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with  formal  pledging  and  a  delicious  buffet 
luncheon  held  at  the  beautiful  desert  home  of 
Eleanor  Feltman,  Northwestern  (Tau)  and 
Theta  received  many  notes  of  congratulation 
from  various  groups  on  campus  for  their  ex¬ 
cellent  pledge  class.  We  were  especially  grate¬ 
ful  to  Esther  Elzey  Cleaves,  CDP  of  District 
VII,  and  to  Hazel  Baird  Lease,  grand  vice 
president,  for  their  enthusiastic  assistance 
throughout  the  entire  week  of  rushing. 

The  next  seven  weeks  were  crammed  with 
pledge  lessons,  song-learning  sessions  and  in¬ 
formal  get-togethers  with  the  Phoenix  alumnae. 
The  colonizers  were  ably  assisted  in  the  pledge 
training  by  Renee  Overell  Lee,  USC  (Omicron) 
who  acted  as  pledge  advisor  and  Bonnie  Col¬ 
lins  Capps  (Beta  Delta).  Some  of  the  Phoenix 
alumnae  acted  as  the  traditional  big  sisters  to 
the  pledges  and  met  them  on  campus  for  cokes 
and  invited  them  out  to  lunch  during  their 
pledging  period. 

With  the  help  of  national,  Delta  Epsilon  sent 
pledge  Mary  Harries  as  their  official  delegate  to 
the  District  Convention  in  Santa  Barbara  during 
the  last  part  of  March.  The  Phoenix  alumnae 
decided  to  help  send  two  other  pledges,  Sue 
Harvey  and  Dixie  Malloy,  who  had  the  op¬ 
portunity  of  spending  a  couple  of  nights  in  a 
Theta  house  thanks  to  the  generous  hospitality 
of  the  Santa  Barbara  Thetas.  All  three  girls 
came  back  full  of  new  ideas  for  their  chapter, 
tales  of  the  good  times  had  at  convention,  and 
a  check  for  $500  presented  to  Delta  Epsilon  by 
the  Southern  California  Federation. 

Before  we  knew  it  the  big  weekend  had  ar¬ 
rived.  Benita  Fennemore  and  her  committee  had 
everything  ready  for  the  arrival  of  the  national 
officers  and  installation.  Grand  President,  Al-

But  ...  for  a  Lifetime 

Mary  Harries,  Delta  Epsilon  pledge  and  delegate 
to  District  VII’s  convention,  spoke  thus  about 
Theta  to  the  group: 

Those  of  us  from  the  newly  organized 
chapter  of  Delta  Epsilon  are  indeed  proud 
and  privileged  to  be  attending  our  first  Theta 
conference. 

Arizona  State  University  is  located  in 
Tempe,  Arizona  and  has  an  enrollment  of 
10,000  students.  It  was  founded  in  1886  and 
this  current  semester  in  1959 — seventy-three 
years  later — witnessed  the  colonization  of 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta.  Our  first  class  consists 
of  26  pledges,  approximately  half  freshmen, 
the  rest  upperclassmen.  We  also  have  four 
actives  of  whom  we  are  very  proud,  three 
from  Arizona  (Beta  Delta)  and  one  from 
San  Diego  State  (Gamma  Sigma). 

When  I  was  a  rushee,  perhaps  the  two 
things  which  impressed  me  most  about  Theta 
were  her  very  active  alumnae  and  her  high 


ideals  of  scholarship.  I  could  not  help  but 
admire  the  genuine  bond  of  friendship  which 
existed  between  each  alum  present  and  per¬ 
meated  the  entire  atmosphere  of  rush.  It  made 
me  realize  that  friendships  made  in  Theta 
are  not  for  four  short  years  but  for  a  lifetime. 

On  an  equal  plane  with  friendship  and 
sisterhood  was  the  emphasis  on  scholarship, 
for  only  through  diligent  study  can  we  train 
ourselves  to  arrive  at  truth  by  correct,  ac¬ 
curate  thinking. 

I  sincerely  feel  the  ideals  of  Theta  have 
made  all  of  us  more  aware  of  our  respon¬ 
sibilities  as  individuals.  For  it  is  in  working 
together  as  a  unit,  yet  helping  one  another, 
that  we  become  the  possessors  of  habits  of 
industry,  keen  observation,  and  creative  im¬ 
aginations.  Once  we  have  developed  these 
key  qualities  we  will  be  ready  to  go  forth 
into  the  world,  women  of  sound  judgment, 
acute  intellect,  and  upright  conscience,  a 
credit  to  our  Creator,  our  country,  our  family 
and  our  university,  through  Theta.

Pauline  Johnson,  Phoenix,  Arizona;  Helen  Lee, 
Phoenix,  Arizona ;  Sue  McCullough,  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania;  Dixie  Lee  Malloy,  Safford,  Ari¬ 
zona;  Roxann  Martin,  Phoenix,  Arizona;  Janice 
Miller,  Phoenix,  Arizona;  Pat  Spencer,  Phoenix, 
Arizona;  Mary  Trail,  Payette,  Idaho;  Valerie 
Valliquette,  Phoenix,  Arizona;  Gretchen  Walsh, 
Long  Beach,  California;  Anne  Ward,  Wood- 
stock,  Illinois;  and  Edith  Zeeman,  Los  Angeles, 
California.  The  installation  festivities  ended 
Sunday  with  a  tea  which  was  attended  by  many 
parents  of  the  initiates  and  interested  persons 
from  the  University  and  the  Phoenix  area. 

April  1959  is  a  long  way  back  now.  Delta 
Epsilon  has  already  established  a  growing  list 
of  accomplishments  which  amazed  many  on  the 
Arizona  State  campus.  In  May  of  1959,  the 
chapter  entered  the  Spring  Sing  with  the  newly 
established  SAE  chapter  to  create  an  unprec¬ 
edented  mixed  division  in  the  annual  event. 
The  results  were  huge  trophies  for  both  groups 
followed  by  an  unrehearsed  song  fest  in  front 
of  the  women’s  dorm  which  seemed  to  let  the 
campus  know  that  Theta  and  SAE  were  there  to 
stay.  The  next  triumph  for  Delta  Epsilon  came 
in  the  same  month  when  the  chapter  copped  the 
trophy  for  highest  participation  in  the  Women’s 
Day  events. 

Socially,  Delta  Epsilon  was  able  to  squeeze  a 
few  exchanges  into  their  tight  schedule  before 
the  academic  year  came  to  a  close.  The  SAE’s 
entertained  the  Thetas  at  a  '’river  rat”  party 
which  required  the  participants  to  float  down 
the  Verde  River  in  inner  tubes.  A  few  bruises 
and  wet  clothes  didn’t  stop  all  the  river  rats 
from  having  a  fabulous  time. 

Another  good  time  was  had  by  all  when  the 
Alpha  Tau  Omegas  entertained  Delta  Epsilon 
members  at  a  swimming  party  later  in  May. 

In  September  the  Thetas  moved  into  their 
newly  decorated  suite  in  Palo  Verde  Hall,  which 
houses  all  the  sororities  on  the  ASU  campus. 
Delta  Epsilon  will  have  one  whole  floor  which 
will  house  all  of  its  members  as  well  as  provide 
a  kitchen  and  laundry  room.  Besides  these  bene¬ 
fits,  the  chapter  will  have  a  tastefully  deco¬ 
rated  living  room  provided  for  them  by  the  cor¬ 
poration  board  which  is  headed  by  Alma  Bray 
Dunleavey.  The  Delta  Epsilon  Advisory  Board 
for  the  forthcoming  year  includes:  Annette 
Cowgill  Tucker  (Beta  Delta),  chairman;  Mary 
Fennemore  Arena  (Beta  Delta),  scholarship;

Theta’s  newest  chapter,  Delta  Zeta,  was  in¬ 
stalled  at  Emory  University,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  May 
8  through  10,  1959,  as  a  part  of  the  simulta- 
nous  chartering  of  ten  national  social  sororities. 
Emory  officials  believed  that  it  was  the  largest 
group  of  sororities  ever  to  go  national  at  one 
time.  Of  the  413  girls,  78  (the  largest  group) 
were  Thetas. 

There  are  4,000  students  (1,500  of  them 
women)  at  this  123-year-old  Methodist-supported 
institution,  a  liberal  arts  college  with  seven 
graduate  and  professional  schools.  Though  na¬ 
tional  fraternities  had  been  thriving  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  since  1869,  it  was  1953  before  coeds  were 
accepted  in  all  branches  of  the  university.  The 
Kite  Club,  one  of  the  women’s  local  social 
groups  formed  the  next  year,  laid  the  founda¬ 
tion  for  the  new  Delta  Zeta  chapter.  Colonizers 
were  Mary  Brooke  DeLoache,  Moultrie,  Van¬ 
derbilt  (Alpha  Eta)  ;  Shelton  Brooke  Anderson, 
Orlando,  Fla.,  Newcomb  (Alpha  Phi)  ;  Mar¬ 
garet  Linch  Jordan,  Atlanta,  Randolph-Macon 
(Beta  Beta)  ;  and  Cynthia  Clements  Tubbs,  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  Ohio,  Arizona  (Beta  Delta). 

Theta  national  officers  on  hand  to  lead  the 
ceremonies  included  Alletta  Henderson  Munz, 
grand  president;  Grand  Vice  Presidents  Mary 
Forrest  Brandriff,  and  Elizabeth  Whalton  Little; 
Virginia  Speidel  Edwards,  installation  chair¬ 
man,  and  Evelyn  Widman  Tunnicliffe,  both 
Grand  Council  members  at  large;  Helen  E. 
Sackett,  executive  secretary-treasurer;  Elizabeth 
Blackwood  Graham,  CDP  District  XI;  and  Jane

What  Is  a  fraternity? 

"Fraternities  are  workshops  in  understanding 
and  cooperation.  They  are  anvils  upon  which 
the  character  of  individuals  may  be  fashioned 
for  service  beyond  self.”  This  is  the  definition 
of  Dr.  Milton  Eisenhower,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsi¬ 
lon,  who  has  been  president  of  four  colleges 
with  fraternities. 

"A  fraternity  is  an  association  of  men,  selected 
in  their  college  days  by  democratic  processes, 
because  of  their  adherence  to  common  ideals 
and  aspirations.  Out  of  their  association  arises  a 
personal  relation  which  makes  them  unselfishly 
seek  to  advance  one  another  in  the  arts  of  life 
and  to  add,  to  the  formal  instruction  of  the  col¬ 
lege  curriculum,  the  culture  and  character  which 
men  acquire  by  contact  with  great  personalities, 
or  when  admitted  to  partnership  in  great  tradi¬ 
tions.  A  fraternity,  too,  is  of  such  a  character 
that  after  men  have  left  college  they  delight  to 
renew  their  youth  by  continued  association  with 
it  and  bring  their  richest  experiences  back  to  the 
younger  generation  in  part  payment  of  the  debt 
which  they  owe  the  fraternity  for  what  it  gave 
them  in  their  formative  years.”  This  is  the  defi¬ 
nition  of  Phi  Tau’s  late  Newton  D.  Baker 
(Johns  Hopkins  ’92,  Washington  and  Lee,  ’94) 
who  more  than  any  person  saved  the  college 
fraternity  system  during  World  War  I. — O.  D. 
Roberts,  former  national  president  of  Kappa 
Delta  Rho. 

Implicit  in  all  fraternity  thinking  is  the  be¬ 
lief  that  the  fraternity  is  a  magnificent  venture 
in  group  living.  It  is  an  experience  in  mutuality, 
an  experience  in  mutual  problems,  in  mutual 
ideals,  in  mutual  hopes.  The  fraternity  chapter 
is  a  venture  in  self-discovery,  in  self-develop¬ 
ment,  in  self-discipline,  in  self-management 
through  joint  efforts.  The  fraternity  is  a  fruit¬ 
ful  place  to  learn  about  one  another  and  how 
to  get  along  with  one  another.  In  the  fraternity, 
every  individual  is  considered  as  unique  and  is 
encouraged  to  develop  as  an  individual. — J. 
Milton  Richardson,  former  national  presi¬ 
dent  Alpha  Tau  Omega.

I  would  like  to  see  your 
noble  ritual  be  a  meaningful  guide  to  your  daily 
living  rather  than  mere  sophomoric  idealism.  I 
have  told  the  girls  many  times  that  the  Pan- 
hellenic  Creed  actually  guarantees  to  a  college 
or  university  your  wholehearted  cooperation,! 
your  maintenance  of  fine  social  standards,  your 
promotion  of  good  scholarship. — Dean  Ruth 
W.  Knights. 

A  group  of  leading  educators  in  some  of  our 
finest  educational  institutions,  when  asked  to 
list  the  values  which  they  assigned  to  fraterni¬ 
ties,  gave  the  following: 

1 )  Improved  scholastic  achievement  2 )  More 
opportunities  for  scholarship  and  other  bene¬ 
fits  in  growth  towards  citizenship  3)  increased 
moral  and  ethical  standards  for  the  campus  4) 
More  social  experiences  tending  to  give  stu¬ 
dents  poise,  high  social  standards,  and  dignity 
5)  Development  in  students  of  a  real  concern 
for  others  and  a  great  training  for  civic,  social, 
and  community  responsibility  and  6)  .  .  .  thor¬ 
ough  training  and  experience  in  group  loyalty 
to  the  university  and  its  ideals  and  objectives. 
These  loyalties  will  follow  after  graduation  and, 
hence,  almost  double  the  loyalty  of  alumni 
members. — Dean  O.  D.  Roberts. 

About  .  .  .  Selectivity 

Now  take  another  matter  .  .  .  that  of  selectiv¬ 
ity.  Of  course,  selectivity  is  painful  and  often 
hurts  deeply  when  you  are  not  one  of  those 
selected.  If  the  college  or  university  in  which 
you  are  currently  enrolled  was  the  first  choice  of 
you,  you  received  a  happy  letter,  one  of  accep¬ 
tance,  but  you  could  not  possibly  know  the 
heartbreak  and  disappointment  the  rejection  let¬ 
ters  brought  to  the  three  or  four  girls  turned 
down  in  favor  of  taking  you.  Even  your  worst 
critics  are  part  of  the  selectivity  they  condemn 
in  the  fraternity  system. 

Again,  you  asked  me  to  "look  at"  fraternities. 

I  would  make  a  sincerely  earnest  suggestion: 
You  were  accepted  as  a  member.  As  such  a 
member  you  have  the  right  to  expect  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  participation  in  a  program  of  quality. 
On  the  other  hand,  when  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 


chose  you,  they  had  every  right  to  believe  they 
were  choosing  the  best,  and  you  in  turn  have 
an  unequivocal  duty  to  continue  to  be  the  best. 
Selectivity  has  tremendous  positive  value  if  that 
selectivity  means  from  its  members  that  it  can 
expect  flexibility,  adaptability,  a  healthy  interest 
in  scholarship,  the  ability  to  put  the  comfort 
and  welfare  of  others  above  your  own  now  and 
then,  and  helping  create  a  happy  medium  in 
the  art  of  social  relationships  on  the  campus. 
What  the  sorority  expects  determines  what  its 
members  get  from  sorority  participation. — 
Dean  Ruth  W.  Knights. 

Another  subject  prominent  in  current  fra¬ 
ternity  thinking  is  the  matter  of  discrimination 
or  selectivity.  Discrimination  has  become  a 
muchly  abused  word.  To  discriminate  is  to  se¬ 
lect,  to  distinguish,  to  evaluate.  Music  is  a 
discrimination  of  sound.  Art  is  a  discrimination 
of  color  and  form.  The  choice  of  friends  is  an 
act  of  discrimination.  The  choice  of  a  church 
is  an  act  of  discrimination — the  choice  of  one 
and  the  exclusion  of  others.  Marriage  is  the 
greatest  discrimination — the  choice  of  one  and 
the  exclusion  of  all  others.  There  is  consider- 


A  Way  of  Life 

I  do  not  believe  the  founders  intended  that 
your  membership  in  fraternity  merely  be  dis¬ 
played  in  a  pretty  emblem  on  your  jacket  or  be 
considered  an  undergraduate  experience,  but 
rather  they  thought  of  fraternity  as  a  way  of  life, 
a  set  of  guiding  principles  to  carry  you  through 
later  years.  . . . 

When  you  exemplify  the  creed  of  Theta  and 
of  fraternity  in  general — the  ability  to  work  with 
others,  your  high  sense  of  values,  your  leader¬ 
ship  techniques,  your  ability  also  to  be  a  good 
follower,  your  promotion  of  good  scholarship, 
and  your  own  philosophy  of  living  gained  from 
sorority  friendships  and  associations — then  you 
yourselves  are  the  best  answer  through  your  ac¬ 
tions  and  expressed  and  practiced  ideals  as  to 
how  valuable  the  fraternity  system  is  in  our  pat¬ 
tern  of  living. 

Neither  the  college  nor  the  university  nor  you 
nor  the  sorority  profit  from  the  experience  of 
such  membership  if  you  do  not  understand  and 
interpret  in  your  daily  lives  the  creed  of  Theta, 
whether  it  be  as  a  new  member,  a  senior,  an 
alumna,  a  district  or  national  officer.  .  .  .  Kites 
do  not  fly  at  half-mast,  nor  do  they  merely  bounce 
along  the  ground.  Good  kites  soar.

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able  debate  today  in  the  college  world  and  in 
the  fraternity  world  between  those  who  feel  that 
a  fraternity  should  determine  whom  it  will  ini¬ 
tiate  into  the  fraternity  itself  and  those  who  feel 
that  this  should  be  determined  by  the  college  or 
the  university. 

Here  I  like  a  statement  issued  several  months 
ago  by  the  president  of  Northwestern  Univer¬ 
sity  in  which  he  said,  "Northwestern  Univer¬ 
sity  does  not  believe  in  discrimination,  but  in  an 
inherent  right  for  any  association  to  prescribe  its 
qualifications  for  membership  so  long  as  they 
are  not  contrary  to  law. 

"Progress  in  such  social  questions,"  he  con¬ 
tinued,  "comes  much  more  quickly  through  edu¬ 
cation  than  coercion." 

I  also  like  the  statement  of  institutional  pol¬ 
icy  of  Emory  University: 

"It  is  the  University’s  attitude  that  Emory 
fraternities  have  become  an  integral  part  of  the 
total  educational  program  of  the  undergraduate, 
and  their  contribution  to  the  education  and 
training  of  the  students  has  been  distinctly 
wholesome  and  varied.  Therefore,  we  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  adhere  to  the  theory  that  responsibility 
will  be  assumed  by  our  students  through  their 
respective  organizations.  This  responsibility  in¬ 
cludes  the  selection  of  the  membership  to  their 
social  fraternities." 

Certainly  in  this  whole  field,  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  answer  to  this  problem  is  not  in  pres¬ 
sure  from  without  but  in  guidance  from  within. 
— Dean  J.  Milton  Richardson. 

The  Undergraduate 

I  know  of  no  groups  where  peer  control 
works  as  well  as  in  affiliated  groups.  While  the 
administration  is  not  always  satisfied  with  the 
pattern,  they  recognize  the  force.  In  the  future 
we  will  have  an  even  greater  opportunity  to 
work  with  the  increased  numbers  of  incoming 
women.  This  means  an  increased  obligation  of 
leadership.  It  is  easy  to  lead  in  the  way  the 
group  wants;  the  trick  comes  in  leading  the 
Group  beyond  its  anticipation.  To  lift  and  move 
beyond  is  harder  than  merely  to  perpetuate  what 
we  have. 

The  way  for  us  as  leaders  to  get  closer  to 
our  ideals  is  by  communication,  an  area  in 
which  the  sorority  system  has  been  negligent  in 
the  past,  being  inclined  to  pull  in  rather  than 
to  go  out. — Vice  President  James  A.  Lewis. 


I  say  to  you,  we  must  renew  our  partnership 
with  the  undergraduate,  pull  them  into  our 
councils,  capitalize  on  their  youth,  vitality,  foun¬ 
tains  of  ideas.  I  get  a  little  disturbed  when  I 
see  pictures  of  fraternity  boards  of  directors  and 
presidents  with  their  gray  hair  and  expanding 
waistlines — I  am  speaking  now  only  of  the 
male  side  of  the  picture ! — and  not  a  burr  hair¬ 
cut  in  the  picture.  We  cannot  treat  them  as 
children  on  one  hand  and  then  immediately 
turn  around  and  demand  adult  behavior. — 
Dean  O.  D.  Roberts. 

College  education  has  been  called  a  prepara¬ 
tion  for  life.  It  seems  to  me  that  sorority  mem¬ 
bership  is  the  same.  However,  it  is  often  too 
easy  to  be  apathetic,  to  be  satisfied  with  medi¬ 
ocrity.  It  is  too  easy  to  be  meticulously  careful 
not  to  let  people  know  what  we  think  on  any¬ 
thing.  We  must,  however,  have  the  courage  to 
be  what  we  say  we  are,  or  freedom  cannot  long 
endure. 

Too  often  sorority  members  lose  sight  of  the 
fact  they  are  not  college  tourists  or  transient 
guests  of  an  educational  institution,  but  that 
they  are  members  of  a  stable  family  with  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  and  responsibilities  there¬ 
unto  attached. — Dean  Ruth  W.  Knights. 

Ritual 

Life,  for  the  most  part,  moves  along  on  a 
dead  level.  But  now  and  then,  there  comes  a 
rare  and  luminous  moment  as  at  the  time  of  our 
initiation  into  a  fraternity,  which  is  unlike  any 
other  hours  through  which  we  have  lived — 
where  we  believe  we  can  achieve  something, 
that  we  can  create  something,  or  that  we  get 
a  glimpse  of  a  vision. 

In  your  initiation,  you,  no  doubt,  thought 
big  thoughts,  dreamed  high  dreams,  aspired  to 
the  honor  of  genuine  service.  You  despised  the 
shoddy  and  the  shameful  and  you  felt  you  were 
going  to  achieve  something  splendid.

It  is  the  purpose  of 
ritual  so  to  dramatize  them  that  they  shall  be¬ 
come  a  permanent  part  of  our  character. —

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Books  by  Theta  Authors 


A  Long  Way  from  Missouri  by  Mary  Mar¬ 
garet  McBride,  G.  P.  Putnam’s  Sons,  New  York 
City,  1959,  $3.75. 

The  young  lady  with  the  spit  curl  in  the  pic¬ 
ture  accompanying  this  review  is  the  youthful 
Mary  Margaret  McBride.  Middy  blouse  and 
all  she  was  eighteen  at  the  time  and  no  doubt 
looked  just  this  way  when  she  became  a  pledge 
of  Theta’s  Alpha  Mu  chapter  at  the  University 
of  Missouri  where  Mary  Margaret  was  working 
her  way  through  the  School  of  Journalism. 

Later,  she  set  off  for  the  east  (suspected  to 
be  wicked  by  her  parents)  and  a  CAREER  as  a 
newspaper  woman.  Her  new  book,  A  Long  W ay 
from  Missouri,  recounts  her  subsequent  experi¬ 
ences  carrying  her  from  the  early  nineteen- 
twenties  through  the  early  thirties. 

During  the  middy  and  spit  curl  stage  Mary 
Margaret  was  sure  that  her  newspaper  experi¬ 
ence  was  going  to  be  no  more  than  that — just  a 
stepping  stone  to  the  day  when  she  would  do 
serious  and  important  writing.  Today  she  still 
feels  great  disappointment  that  such  writing  has 
not  come  about.  But  for  those  who  read  this 
witty  and  fascinating  book,  and  who  chanced  to 
read  her  early  articles  in  magazines  like  the 
Saturday  Evening  Post  and  McCall's,  no  pleas¬ 
anter  writing  could  be  asked  for. 

She  began  her  newspaper  career  in  Washing¬ 
ton  and  arrived  in  New  York  City  via  a  de¬ 
tour  in  Cleveland  on  the  Cleveland  Press.  In 
New  York  on  her  first  day  she  met  amazing 
Stella  Karn,  advance  publicity  agent  for  a  circus, 
During  the  fabulous  twenties  Mary  Margaret 
interviewed  Mme.  Curie,  sat  in  on  the  Stokes 


divorce  trial,  grew  to  know  practically  all  the 
well-known  writers  of  the  day.  Caught  in  the 
stock  market  crash,  lean  years  followed — then 
came  radio  and  TV,  but  as  Mary  Margaret  her¬ 
self  says  in  the  ending  of  her  book,  '  that  s  an¬ 
other  story.” 

The  Author — A  Parisian  by  birth  (Paris,  Mis¬ 
souri,  that  is),  Mary  Margaret  McBride  grew 
up  on  farms  in  that  state.  Among  her  many 
honors  are:  the  state  of  Missouri  has  set  aside  a 
Mary  Margaret  McBride  Day;  the  University  of 
Missouri  has  instituted  a  Journalism  Award;  and 
the  rose  that  was  named  after  her  was  chosen 
The  All  American  Rose  three  years  in  succes¬ 
sion. 

Spring  Harvest — a  novel  by  Gladys  Taber, 
G.  P.  Putnam’s  Sons,  New  York,  1959,  $3.95. 

While  Spring  Harvest,  Gladys  Taber’s  new 
novel,  is  not  a  personal  experience  story,  still 
it  reflects  the  author’s  own  life  on  a  college 
campus.  A  professor’s  daughter,  Gladys  Taber 
attended  both  a  small  college  and  a  university, 
was  a  faculty  wife,  and  raised  a  faculty  child. 

Since  Gladys  Taber  received  her  master’s 
degree  from  Lawrence  College  (where  she  was 
a  Theta)  it  is  perhaps  not  surprising  that  Spring 
Harvest  tells  the  story  of  a  small  Wisconsin 
college  community.  The  time:  Spring  1914  in 
the  last  weeks  before  Commencement.  The  book 
has  numbers  of  characters  and  sub-plots,  all 
skillfully  woven  together,  but  the  people  whose 
lives  count  the  most  are  eccentric  Professor  Pres¬ 
cott,  his  wife,  and  their  daughter  Julie.  Julie  is

collegemate,  football  star,  and  sophomore.  The 
story  of  their  affection  for  each  other,  the  oppo¬ 
sition  provided  by  Julie’s  father,  the  way  they 
work  through  their  problems,  runs  as  a  con¬ 
tinuing  thread  under  the  problems  of  the  rest 
of  the  characters. 

Sororities  are  mentioned,  too.  Julie  is  a 
member  of  Gamma.  A  not  too  pleasant  episode 
is  recorded  of  blackballing  a  somewhat  plain 
but  worthy  girl  which,  after  much  soul-search¬ 
ing,  resulted  in  more  kindness,  less  selfishness 
among  Gamma  members.  "They  had  realized 
a  responsibility  to  other  people  which  they 
hadn’t  felt  before  .  .  .  They  wouldn’t,  again,  be 
so  petty.” 

Julie  was  also  her  chapter  letter  editor  for 
the  Gamma  magazine — and  sent  in  her  letter 
late!  (Just  wait,  your  Theta  editor  will  get  in 
more  about  this  in  the  magazine  presently!) 

This  is  a  pleasant  novel  to  combat  (as  one 
publicity  release  says)  the  summer  doldrums. 
Don’t  hesitate  to  read  it  this  fall  or  winter, 
either.  It’s  good  anytime. 

The  Author — Gladys  Taber  is  no  newcomer  to 
the  Theta  book  review  section.  Author  of  ten 
novels,  several  children’s  books,  and  eleven 
works  of  nonfiction,  many  of  these  have  been 
reviewed  herein.  Her  eight  Stillmeadow  books 
have  won  for  her  especially  a  widespread  and 
devoted  public  ...  As  a  child  she  traveled 
widely  with  her  engineer  father,  later  taught  at 
Lawrence,  Randolph-Macon  and  Columbia.  She 
now  writes  a  column  for  Family  Circle. 

Venture  of  Faith  by  Mary  Alice  and  Harold 
Blake  Walker,  Harper  and  Brothers,  New  York 
City,  1959,  $3.00. 

The  subtitle  on  this  book  is  "A  Guide  to 
Marriage  and  the  Home,”  which  makes  it  sound 
like  a  serious  tome  outlining  rules  for  a  suc¬ 
cessful  marriage.  Essentially  it  is  just  that,  yet 
it  is  written  on  the  whole  informally  and  wit¬ 
tily  so  that  its  170  odd  pages  are  fun  to  read — 
both  to  yourself  and  sometimes  aloud  to  the 
other  half  of  your  marriage.  (I’ve  just  finished 
reading  aloud  the  wonderful  pages  on  the  wife’s 
troubles  with  her  husband  when  she  is  redeco¬ 
rating  to  my  husband,  since  in  the  process  of 
moving  our  home  we  are  redecorating !  Fortu¬ 
nately,  say  the  Walkers,  "The  process  of  redeco¬ 
rating  isn’t  really  fatal,  it  only  seems  like  it.”) 


Authors  of  Venture  of  Faith,  a  guide  to  marriage  and  the 
home,  this  couple,  happily  enough,  seems  to  epitomize  in 
their  picture  the  happy  marriage  they  are  writing  about. 
We  don’t  often  let  a  Theta  husband  sneak  in  these  pages, 
but  now  we  introduce  you  to  Mary  Alice  and  Harold  Blake 
Walker,  writers  who  practice  what  they  preach. 

Yet,  with  its  easy  readability,  Venture  in 
Faith  is  serious  in  basic  intent.  No  matter  what 
your  age,  there  is  something  for  you  in  it.  For 
the  younger  reader  there  is  much  discussion  of 
the  beginnings  of  marriage,  the  physical  side, 
hazards  of  living  with  relatives,  the  early  days 
with  young  children,  disagreements,  attitudes 
toward  money.  For  the  middle-aged  there  is  a 
looking-back  and  re-evaluating  goals  and  a 
summing  up  of  it  all.  For  parents  generally 
there  are  good  chapters  on  relationships  with 
children. 

There  are  many  "quotable  quotes”  from  this 
book.  I  have  selected  two  which  seem  to  me  to 
epitomize  the  spirit  of  the  volume  and  the 
Walkers’  essential  point  of  view  toward  mar¬ 
riage:  first,  "All  our  life  together  is  an  adventure 
in  balancing  values,”  and  second,  "Most  of  us, 
in  our  homes,  are  not  far  from  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven.” 

The  Authors — Mary  Alice  Corder  (Missouri) 
taught  school  for  five  years  before  marrying 
Harold  Blake  Walker  in  1930.  Since  then  they 
have  raised  a  family  of  three  sons  and  Dr. 
Walker,  now  minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Evanston,  Illinois,  is  active  both  in 
preaching  and  counseling,  besides  writing  a 
daily  newspaper  column  and  four  previous  books. 
Mary  Alice’s  main  activities  have  been  directed 
toward  building  a  good  home  and  raising  a  fine 
family  with  her  life  spilling  over  into  the  usual 
PTA  and  other  related  outside  fields.  Many 
lively  recollections  from  this  couple’s  own  life 
together  enrich  their  book. 


Officers’  Conference 


Officers’  Conference  was  super.  The  two-day 
session  was  held  at  the  University  of  Michigan 
(Eta)  chapter  house  at  Ann  Arbor  last  month. 
Basically  a  workshop  for  college  and  alumnae 
district  presidents,  members  of  Grand  Council 
directed  the  meetings  and  covered  all  facets  of 
fraternity  procedure  in  a  business-like  way.

Under  the  direction 
of  early  returning  housemother,  Mrs.  Mildred 
Allen,  the  house  was  shining  and  hospitable, 
while  Ann  Arbor  Alumnae  Chapter  members 
rallied  around  to  honor  the  guests  at  tea.  Gen¬ 
eral  direction  and  plans  for  the  entire  event 
were  ably  handled  by  Grand  Council  member 
at  large,  Evelyn  Widman  Tunnicliffe,  and  Ann 
Arbor  Thetas  Dorothy  Burke  Coffey,  chairman; 
Mrs.  James  Rea,  transportation;  Betty  Biddle 
Drummond,  house;  Suzanne  Springer  Ufer,  tea. 

There  was  fun  and  informality  as  well  as 
work  at  the  sessions.  There  was  much  laughter 
about  the  "new,  new”  and  "old,  old”  (in  point 
of  experience,  not  age)  district  presidents. 
There  was  a  wide  variation  in  the  length  of 
time  these  had  served,  the  newest  of  the  "new, 
new”  having  accepted  her  duties  just  this  past 
Labor  Day!  There  was  also  good-humored 
bantering  when  the  ADP’s  had  literally  to  pick 
up  their  chairs  and  walk  with  them  out  of  the 
general  meeting  room  into  another  when  the 
workshops  separated  into  college  and  alumnae 
meetings.  It  was  suggested  that  another  year  the 
presumably  younger  and  more  active  CDP  s 
might  be  given  the  chair-toting  to  do. 

The  heat  on  the  first  day  of  the  meeting 
(fortunately  the  weather  changed  for  the  sec¬ 
ond)  and  fatigue  as  the  meetings  wore  on  pro¬ 
duced  some  mixed-up  actions  and  talking  that 
produced  chuckles.

But  under  all  the  fun  and  work  ran  the  quiet 
current  of  Theta  fellowship  which  molded  all 
parts  of  the  Officers’  Conference  together  into 
an  informative,  instructive,  and  warm  whole.
